“Of cours e you must rememt>er, that 
when you are paroled on A ugust 9th, 
you a r e still serving a sentence of four 
years , but tho balance will be served 
outside instead of inside,” Judge Boy­ 
e r w a rn e d the Bristolites. "If you cel­ 
eb ra te too m u c h when you get out, and 
get into trouble again, you will be 
b ro u g h t back as quick as a flash and 
serve the balance of the four years in 
prison. I advise you to lay off liquor 
and m a ke men of yours elves.” 


“T h e p re dica m en t in which you find 
yours elv es only proves that the big 
m a n will always let you stick,” P r e s i ­ 
dent J u d g e H ira m BL Keller told a 
g ro u p of convicted bootleggers when 
they applied for a parole but could not 
find frie nds enough to ra ise their fines 
and costs. 


“ If they do not have friends enough 
to ta k e a chance why should the court 
ta k e a chance,” the a ttorne y for the 
ap pli cants , Stace B. McRntee, of Doy­ 
lestow n. was informed. 
H a r r y D om . 30, of Philadelphia, an d 
H e r m a n Flikker, 29, of Philadelphia, 
w ho w ere both senten ced to pay a fine 
of $400 and 
costs 
and 
serve 
four 
m o n t h s in th e county prison after be­ 
ing a r r e s t e d in a ra id on the C harles 
H arv ey farm , n e a r Pipersville, w h e re 
they w e re c a u g h t m a n u f a c tu r in g liq­ 
uor, w ere the applica nts for parole. 
Both men, when questioned by J udge 
K elle r a s to w he ther it was tr u e they 
bad been in trouble before in the F e d ­ 
eral C o u rt on a liquor charge, denied 
it.

“ Well, one of you has been in F e d ­ 
eral Court, I have been Informed, and 
I do not know which one of you Is 
lying, but you a re not fooling us," 
J u d g e K eller re m arked. 
A tto rn ey McEntee asked the Court 
to give th e men a cha nc e and to grant 
th e parole on condition th a t they pay 
the costs. He told th e C ourt the men 
could not raise the fines whioh a g g r e ­ 
gate $1200 for Dorn, F li kker and H a r ­ 
vey. 
“ You have had influential

them. 
“T h e parole in each case will 
be g r a n t e d on August 1st on condition 
I hat th e fines and costs a re paid.” 
Mat is S u n s h i n e ’s life becam e a bit 
cloudy when he was sentenced to the 
Bu ck s County Prison for 30 days and 
tined $200 and costs by Ju d g e s Keller 
and Boyer, after he had pleaded guilty 
to a c h a rg e of driving an automobile 
w h ile d ru n k in Morrisville. 
Su n sh in e lives in New York City, a 
sa le sm a n of upholstery, and he went 
to Morrisville one day w here he met 
several friends in a boarding house. 
Th e y invited him to T re n to n and there 
p u rc h a s e d six bottles of home- brew ed 
beer.

T h e unusual p a rt of th e case is that 
Chief of Police A lbert Cooper, of Mor­ 
risville, a rr ested S unshine hut did not 
see him driving the car. But Sunshine 
was willing to plead guilty after Chief 
Cooper testified that all the occupants 
of the car, including Sunshine, seated 
back of the wheel, were drunk.

“One dru n k en dri ver in a c a r is bad 
e n o u g h but when you see a whole car 
load of d r u n k s it is despicable.” Judge 
Boyer re m ark ed. “T he lives of in no­ 
cent people are a lw a y s in da n g e r on 
s u c h occasions as that."
